The rate increase asked for 
by Southern Bell is needed to 
help pay for increased service 
Belle Glade can expect next 
year according to Belle Glade 
Southern Belle Office Manager 
B. Carlton White. 

White said the company has 
already planned to build the 
$2.6 million Electronic Switch- 
ing System office locally 
whether or not the rate 
increase goes through. 

But he said the company 
needs the rate increase to 
offset the ‘costs of such 
improvements the company 
intends to make...improve- 
ments which is expected to cost 
$1.5 billion over the next three 
years, as well as compensate 
for galloping inflation. 

“The real reason behind the 
increase," White said, "is to 
make the people who are 


getting the service pay the 
freight.” 

One example he mentioned 
was that while customers still 
pay $30 to have a phone 
installed, the installation costs 
the company more than $60 in 
labor alone. 

Southern Bell has asked the 
Florida Public Service Com- 
mission to approve an increase 
in installation rates to $60 to 
help make ир for the 
difference. 

"Four out of every five 
installations,'' White said, “аге 
made for people moving 
around within the same area. 
They aren't new telephones 
and right now, everyone is 
bearing the cost. 

“Тһе new installation rates 
would put the monkey on the 
back of the people Eug up 
the costs,” he said.

on federal grant 


The Belle Glade City 
Commission decided Monday 
night to gamble a little more

The money would be coming 
in what is known as Community 
Development Block Grants set 
up by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD) to help. cities 
consolidate urban projects and 
follows the Neighborhood 
Development Project now. 
under way. ' 

The almost $2 million would 
be granted to the city in 
decreasing amounts over a five 
year period with the eity 
receiving $447,000 in fiscal 
years 1975, "16 and "77, $298,000 
in fiscal year 1978 and $149,000 
in 1979. 

City Manager. William. Mal- 
lery said Belle Glade is one of 31 
cities in Klorida in what is 
known as a "hold harmless" 
category which allows the city 
to be granted more than it 
normally would and assures the 
city of funds instead of being 
put into the position of waiting 
‘on “leftovers” after larger cities 
receive theirs. ras, 

“This is because,” Mallery 
said, “the city commission has 
done a number of things over 
the years it hasn't wanted to do 
but are now paying off." 

Mallery said the city, to get 
the grant, must do what 
amounts to a year's paper work 
by February. Adley and 
Associates, the city's consul- 
tants who brought in the NDP, 
will be working with the city. 

He said their. fees will 
amount to $26,300} This is the 
gamble the city must take to 
get the grant but Al Twiggs of 
Adley said Monday the city can 
immediately apply for 10 per 
cent of the grant for the first

Besides the extra charges, 
Southern Bell intends to cut 
overhead by using a one-min- 
ute minimum on all intrastate 
long distance calls instead of 
the present three minutes. 

In Belle Glade, should the 
new rates be granted, resi- 
dents’ local rates will jump 
from $6.40 a month to $8.55 or 
$9.35 if the new coin phone 
rates and the directory assis- 
tance plan aren't granted. 

Business charges would 
jump from $15.70 to $21.40 with 
the new pay rates and the 
directory assistance plan or to 
$22.40 without. 

Telephone extensions would 
also be increased by 10 cents to 
homes and by 15 cents for 
businesses. 

White said the company 
would allow the installation 
charge to be paid over a 
six-month period if the custom- 
er wishes and said this would 
alleviate hardship cases. 

"One special thing you've 
got to remember," White 
pointed out, “is that'if/à person 
needs a new television, or 
furniture or a new car and if 
interest rates are high, he may 
decide he can get along for 
awhile without it and hope the 
interest rates come down. 

“But a utility can’t do that,” 
he said. “If John Doe moves to 
Belle Glade and orders a 
phone, we can't tell him he's 
going to have to wait a year or 
80. We've got to put it in when 
he orders И.”

The need for national flood 
insurance won't stop anyone from 
building a new home in Belle 
Glade but if they decide they.want 
it anyway they won’t be able to

This was how the situation was 
left Monday night by the Belle 
Glade City Commission who 
learned the only areas where 
homes couldn't be built: with 
federal funds were the city 
country club, the marina and on 
the right of way of. Hillsboro 
Canal. 

But the city wasn't content to 
leave the matter at that and 
decided to ask the state flood 
insurance адеп! to come and give 
them more information. 

“This sounds like a good deal," 
Commissioner Tom Altman said, 
"and I wouldn't want the citizens 
of Belle Glade to miss out on a 
good deal if they want it.” 

The commission decided to 
take no further action following a 
report by City Manager William 
Mallery. 

Mallery reported some time 
back he found the only flood prone 
areas in the city were the country 
club, the marina and the canal 


right'of way but said he didn't 
know how this would affect those ^ 
residents who might live outside 
the areas who would want to buy 
the insurance. 

“We fimally got a response,” 
Mallery "said, “апа there is no 
problem unless someone wants to 

` build in those areas. However, if - 
you want) to get flood insurance: 
outside those areas, the city must 
be qualified: 

"I might point out," he added, 
“that, according to a recent news 
clipping I ‘saw, the city: of 
Hattiesburg, Miss. was really 
raked over the coals by the local 
newspaper after they had a flood 
and no one had National Flood 
Insurance because Hattiesburg 
hadn't qualified for it.” 

Mallery said he had first heard 
Belle Glade might be considered 
flood prone, not from federal 
‘authorities but from local sayings 
гат loan péople early this year. 

The Herald reported in June, 
some time before the city received 
official notice, that according to a 
Federal Insurance Administration 
list in Atlanta, Belle Glade is 
considered flood prone.

centract Steeg was supposed to 
have drawn up with South Bay

City Clerk Virginia Walker 
found the minutes of the 
meeting of Oct. 26, 1971 and 
read that a resolution was 
passed on a motion by 
then-Commissioner Howell 
Goodbread that Steeg be 
retained to survey. the city's 
water plant for expansion. 

Mrs. Walker also found the 
‘contract between the city and 
Steeg and showed it to Everard 
but Everard said he couldn't 
make out immediately whether 
the contract was to simply 
survey the plant or continue on 
with the work to the point of 
drawing up specifications for 
bids. 


Two of the commissioners 
said they remembered earlier 
this year when the city 
received the bids and was 
advised Ьу the engineer to 
reject all bids because they 
were too high. 

The recommendation was 
made by Verhon Lynch, an 
engineer representing Howard, 
Needles, Tanner and Bergen- 
doff, after the bids, opened last 
November, proved to be too 
high. 

Commissioner Woodrow 
"Woody" O'Neal and then 
Mayor-Commissioner John 
Deaton said at that time the 
city had no way of paying for 
the work to be done. 

Lynch appeared before the 
commission again in March to 
recommend the city reject all

At least two other cities in the 
Lake area, Clewiston and South 
Bay, have also been ruled flood 
prone.

A number of standards, 
including a prescribed building 
code and land use plan, must be 
met by the city before receiving 
qualification. 

Once the city is qualified, any 
resident (пау buy flood insurance 
at subsidized rates. 

The penalty for not having the 
insurance is that no federally 
funded loan, such as FHA, can be 
used to construct buildings in 
flood prone areas. 

At least one banker in the area 
said in April the insurance 
program, and requiring the flood 
prone cities to qualify for it, are 
simply a way to help the federal 
government pay” for insurance 
funds paid out to cover damages 
in Ohio Valley floods.

"I would strongly recom- 
mend a parking study," Fred L. 
Oreutt Jr. of Kimley-Horn said. 
"Removal of diagonal parking 
on Main St. is eventually 
coming and possibly 10 years 
from now you may need to 
remove all parking. 

"One thing you need to 
remember,” Orcutt told city 
commissioners, “is that parking 
is a privilege and not a right. If 
I reclaim my street for the 
purpose for which it was built, 
уой have no kick because you 
have simply had a fringe 
benefit for a few years.” 

Orcutt and Steven G. 
Godfrey, a transportation 
analyst with the engineering 
firm, said the obvious move for 
the commission now is to 
approve the study report, if it 
agrees with it, and give copies 
to the county and the State 
Department of Transportation. 

They said state, federal and 
county funds could be used to 
finance or partially finance 
many of the recommended 
improvements brought out in 
the study report but said city 
forces could accomplish some at 
little or no cost. 

One of the areas particularly 
mentioned in the report was 
Southwest Ave. E. Orcutt and 
Godfrey said the primary 
problem here was pedestrian- 
oriented accidents. 

“Roughly 55 per cent of the 
pedestrian-involved accidents 
on Ave. E." Godfrey said, “took 
place during níght-time hours, 
Tt's terribly dark there." 

The study recommended 
several moves the city could 
make which might help 
alleviate the danger to 
pedestrians here, including 
better lighting and the eventual 
removal of parking. 

More immediate moves 
would include more signs 
warning motorists of the 
danger and the seed limit, 
better enforcement of speed 
limits and pedestrian infrac- 
tions, more crosswalks and 
signs warning pedestrians to 
use them. 

The two experts also said the 
city should consider having a 
comprehensive study made to 
set speed limits and what 
signing would be desirable. 


They said one of the primary 
problems with traffic move- 
ment in Belle Glade is the 
unreasonable speed limits set in 
certain areas of town, naming 
Southeast Ave. F as a primary 
example. 

They said Southeast Ave. F's 
15 mile per hour limit is set 
unreasonably low and there are 
too many stop signs at side 
streets. They recommended 
Ave. F be used as a feeder into 
"Main.St. instead. P 

Godfrey and Orcutt said the

Paine is not indentured. Two 
months ago Franklin sent a letter on 
Paine's behalf to Richard Bache, his 
son-in-law here. He requested that 
Bache try to secure a job for Paine “аз 
a clerk, or assistant tutor in a school, 
or assistant surveyor.” 

‘Trained in the corset-making trade 
by his Quaker father, Paine (whose 
flourish with the pen added an “e” to 
his given name of "Раіп”) hasn't made 
an even lukewarm success of this or 
any other endeavor. 

After the death of his first wife, 
Paine served as ‘an officer of the 
English Excise Board. It was his job 
to collect taxes, chiefly on beer, wine & 
other spirits. But in 1765 Paine was 
discharged for negligence. 

“He told me he tried corset-making 
again & teaching, too, to support 
himself," Captain Cooke recalled. “But 
he wasn’t too proud to beg for 
reinstatement by the Excise Board.

Florida motorists throw 
away enough money each year 
to construct more than one mile 
of an interstate highway. 

It costs taxpayers more than 
$1.7 million annually to remove 
litter from the state-maintained 
highway system. 

Last fiscal year more than - 
$1.3 million were spent for 
litter removal from Florida's 
maintained highway system of 
15,528 miles. Ап additional 
$858,900 was paid for roadside. 
sweeping, which clears rubbish 
from the roadside proper. 

Approximately 259,219 man- 
hours, including 47,874 for 
roadside sweeping, were used 
to remove 32,184 cubic yards оГ _ 
litter from roadways. Both 
money and manpower could 

-have been used to up-grade 
highways, bridges and other 
transportation facilities. 

This money could build 
slightly more than one mile of 
an interstate highway or some 
other four-lane facility, or could 
have paid for the construction 
of approximately six miles of а 
twoland highway, while five 
bridges could have been 
repaired with the same 
money-bridges such as the 
Teatable, Lignum Vitae and the 
Indian Key Bridges in the 
Florida Keys. 

At today’s cost of $30,000 per 
mile, this money woilld 
resurface approximately 56 
miles of a two-lane highway, or 
pay for the installation of about 
84 traffic lights at hazardous 
intersections. 

Even though taxpayers spent 
$54,521 less for litter pickup 
during the fiscal year 1973-74 
than the previous fiscal year 
and $6,455 less than during the

Much of the money which 
goes’ to construct new and 
up-date existing highways and 
bridges comes from the tourist;

Past litter surveys have 
shown the litter problem to be 
Worse in urban areas and-on 
roads leading into and oft of 
these regions. 

Removal does not solve the 
litter problem. Careless habits 
and attitudes of people who 
litter must be changed. This 
requires a continuous task of 
educating the public of the | 
effects litter has on the state's 
economy as well as its 
environment. 

Tó Bid in the prevention of 
litter, the Department of 
Transportation has placed 
approximately 2,000 trash 
receptacles throüghout the 
state in wayside parks and rest 
areas. The Department works 
with eivic groups in an effort to 
combat the litter problem. And 
some 1,500 signs have been 
erected along Florida highways 
stating the fine for littering can, 
be up to $500; the litter law is’ 
seldom enforced ‘since the
